AN UTTER FAILURE’ 
SURVEY DEGLARES 


Moderation League, Back- 
ed by Many Prominent 
Men, Recommends ‘Wise 
Restrictive Law.’

New York, 
Moderation league, 


including many nationally known 
leaders'of American business and life, 
has issued a report on its survey of 
eertain conditions under prohibition 
throughout the United States, and 
has charged that the Volstead act has 
been an “utter failure” in its attempt 
to promote temperance and sobriety. 

With graphs..charts and statistics, 
the league sets forth its voluminous 
report and then charges that: 

There has been a startling increase 
in drunkenness since the Volstead act 
was enacted, and arrests in 1924 for 
drunkenness rebounded “just about” 
te the pre-prohibition level. 

There has been an increase in ar- 
rests of intoxicated drivers, far great- 
er than the proportionate increase in 
the number of automobiles since 1918. 

States formerly “dry,” through local 
option, have more drunkenness under 
the bone-dry Volstead act than they 
had under their own state dry laws. 

There is a constant increase in 
drinking among minors. 

“When we consider that drunken- 
ness generally has already increased 
to the pre-prohibition level, and that 
drgnken drivers and drunken children 
have increased far above anything 
ever known in this country, we can 
not escape the conclusion that the 
Vojstead act has utterly failed to’ do

Mourned by Golfers Here 


The golf world Sunday. mourned 
the Joss of one of the most prized 
and coveted cups known to golfdom, 
the Havemeyer national amateur 
championship trophy which was de- 
stroyed in the fire which gutted the 
East Lake Country club. 

Added to the loss of the Havemeyer 
cup was the Georgia state champion- 
ship trophy won by Gene Cook, while 
ardent players grieved over the de- 
struction of their favorite clubs. 

The money value of both the Have- 
meyer cup and the state championship 
cup are said to be covered by in- 
surance, but, golfers declare that new 
cups will lack practically all the sen- 
timent attached to the trophies, es- 
pecially ‘the national, which Bobby 
Jones had won twice. The value of 
all the trophies destroyed was over 
$10,000. 

es suppose the members will want 
to rebuild at once,” Scott Hudson, 
president of the club, said Sunday 
night on his return from Fitzgerald. 
‘We probably will have a meeting of 
the directors within a few days, and 
then a meeting of the members, to 
plan for a new building.” 

_ The East Lake Cougtry club, which 
is the golf, swimming and tennis ren- 
dezvous for members of the Atlanta 
Athletic club and their families, was 
started in 1898. The origina] club 
house was opened July 4, 1908, but 


was destroyed by fire. Its successor 
was opened May 15, 1915. 

The first thought of Charles Gray, 
assistant club professional, after the 
fire was discovered, was “the clubs.” 
Risking his life to enter the blazing 
locker room, he threw a large number 
of -golf bags containing clubs out of 
a window, saving some of the favorite 
gor “weapons” of promiment mem- 

ers. 

The East Lake club is the second 
golf club in Atlanta to burn down 
within approximately a year, the 
Druid Hills club having been razed 
by flames in 1924. The burned Druid 

ills club house has just been re- 
placed by a new building which is 
considered one of the most attractive 
in the south.

DALTON PROPOSES 
CABINET BOARD 
10 RULE SHIPPIN 


Complete Separation of 
Fleet Corporation and 
Shipping Board Recom- 
mended to President.

Washington, November 22.—The es- 
tablishment of a LY special cabinet board 
to supervise the development of the 
American merchant. marine has been 
recommended to President Coolidge 
as a solution of the present shipping 
tangle by H. G. Dalton, the president’s 
special investigator of the embarrass- 
ing problem. 

Endorsing a recent suggestion by 
Coolidge, Dalton urged that the emer- 
gency fleet corporation take over all 
of the administrative duties in con- 
nection with the operation of the 
merchant fleet and that: the shipping 


board be shorn of all power except 
those of a judicial and regulatory na- 


ture. 

Under the plan urged by Dalton in 
a letter to President Coolidge, the 
cabinet board of directors, or trustees, 
would be composed of the secretaries of 
war, navy, commerce and postmaster 
general. The chief. executive of the 
fleet corporation would serve as pres- 
ident of this board, 

It is believed that Dalton’s sugges- 
tions, which, in many points, are in 
line with the expressed opinion of 


the president, represent, to a consid-' 


erable extent, the attitude which the 
administration will take when the 
shipping problems come up for con- 
sideration in congress this winter.

STORY OF FIRE. 
His hair and eyebrows singed badly 


and his back seriously burned, Mr. . 
Carpenter, who remained on the job - 


until a late hour Sunday morning to 
maintain a watch on the smouldering 
embers, told a graphic story of the 
fire. Mrs. Carpenter was removed to 
the home of a friend, where she now 
is under a physician’s care because of 
injuries received when she fell down 
several steps-in escaping from the 
burning building. 

“Smoke in my room awakened me 
and I opened my door to see what 
had happened,” said Mr. Carpenter. 
“A terrific blast of flames greeted 
me from the hallway, and I slammed. 

Awakening Mrs. Car- 
penter, we managed to leave the sec- 
ond floor by the ladies’ entrance, 
which the flames had not yet reached. 
Brittain managed to get out of his 
room in some way, and the negro 
watchman joined us from the base- 
ment when he heard the flames crack- 
ling above him.” 

Mr. Carpenter telephoned the fire 
department. Chief W. B. Cody dis- 
patched sevéral engines and after a 
hard run to East Lake the engines 
managéd to prevent the further 
spread of the flames by using water 
pumped by fire wagons from the e, 
several engines being stationed~’on 
the lake’s shores. : ; 

The engines were called again in 
the. afternoon when the hot embers 
flamed up. and threatened nearby 
buildings. — 

' Cause Not Determined. 

The cause of the fire has not been 
determined, although it is supposed 
that a carelessly tossed cigarette butt 
at the Saturday night dinner-dance 
was responsible. The building was 
tagught to be fire-proof, and all elec- 
trical wiring was carefully protected 
in insulated piping. Originating in 


the main room on the first floor, the 


fire spread up the main stairway to the 


second floor, and then throughout the 


entire structure, leaving only: the fire- 
proof brick walls standing. 
Very little was saved from the blaze.

Answer.—The more important foods 
containing vitamins are pure, raw 
fresh milk, butter, raw cabbage, raw 
carrots, raw tomatoes, oranges, spin- 
ach, asparagus, lettuce, green onions 
and their tops, fresh eggs, wheat, 
wheat bran, liver, lemon juice apples, 
fresh sweet*-cider, cottage cheese, 
skim milk. 

These foods are good sources of 
iron: Molasses, dried beans, spinach, 
egg yolks, lettuce, oatmeal, wheat 
bran, wheat, peas, almonds, dried 
prunes, walnuts, brown bread. 

The chief protein foods are beef, 
cheese, egg white, wheat. 

I know of no diet lists indiscrimi- 
nately suitable to the classes you de- 
scribe.

Lewis of the United Mine Workers in 
which Lewis suggests federal interven- 
tion to compel bituminous operators to 
cease violating agreements with the 
miners 

Bituminous is the principal substi- 
tute fuel which the east has relied 
upon to meet the shortage of hard coal 
caused by the anthracite strike in 
Pennsylvania. Several months ago‘a 
bituminous strike was predicted by 
observers who felt that such a _ stop- 
page would greatly aid the anthracite 
miners. 

Excerpts from Letter. 

Pointing out that the government 
has in the past sometimes intervened 
in the coal industry. Lewis concludes 
his letter to the president, as follows: 

“In all respects, the mine workers 
now inquire whether the federal gov- 
ernment desires to intervene to main- 
tain the morality and integrity of the 
existing agreement in the bituminous 
coal industry. 

“If it should occur that the federal 
government is disposed not to inter- 
‘vene for the protection of a merito- 
rious wage agreement, might the mine 
workers believe that their own efforts 
in that direction may be considered 
justified?”

Coolidge Asked | 
To Litt Passport 
Ban on Countess 


New York November 22.—(/)— 
Counsel for Countess Karolyn, wife 
of the first president of Hungary, 
have appealed directly to President 
Coolidge for a review of the state de- 
partment’s decision barring her from 
the United States. 

The text of the letter to the white 
house, dated November 18, was made 
public today. It asserts the count- 
ess does not fall within any of the 
classes excluded under the act of 191%, 
characterizes the attitude of the de- 
partment as “arbitrary and unjust” 
and declares “the broad principle in- 
volved” justified executive action. 

“He (Secretary Kellogg) bas ar- 
rozated to himself authority not only 
to make arbitrary decisions against 
citizens of friendly countries,” the let- 
ter continues, “but also to decline 
to permit them -to present evidence 
that the unknown accusations against 
them are false. 


“Tf. as we believe. Countess Karo- | 


lyn is being excluded fer her social or 
political views, then few, if any, of 
the great protagonists of freedom 
would have been admitted to this.coun- 
try under similar rulings. 

“The United States cannot afford, 
in justice to its own traditions, to 
exclude opinions such as are repre- 
sented by Countess Karolyi. As you 
yourself said in Omaha, the American 
aspiration cannot be “achieved” by the 
cultivation of national bigotry. arro- 
zance or selfishness. Hatreds, jeal- 
eusies and suspicions will not be pro- 
ductive of any benefit in this direc- 
tion.

Operation Seen 
AsPractical Cure 


For Tuberculosis 


New York, November 22.—(4)—A 
surgical operation for tuberculosis of 
the lungs, which was reported to have 
effected “practical cures” in 34 per 
cent of the cases, ‘was described at 
the New York ‘Tuberculosis and 
Health conference. 

It was announced also that New 
York health authorities expected soon 
to make available vaccine for tuber- 
culosis originated in Paris at the 
Pasteur institute, and that good re- 
sults were being obtained in this 
country by a sun treatment, developed 
in Switzerland for tuberculosis of the 
bones, joints and glands. 

Dr. Edward W. Archibald, profes- 
sor of surgery at MeGill university, 
Montreal, explained an,operatien for 
the*treatment of tuberculosis in which 
the surgeon cuts away pofttions of the 
ribs on one side of the body, allowing 
the other ribs to sag inward and 
compress the cavities left in the lungs 
by the ravages of the disease. 

By compressing these cavities, the 
lungs are permitted to rest and de- 
velop a resistance to the tubercule 
bacilli, which enables the body ap- 
parently to throw off the disease in 
a large percentage of selected cases, 
he said. He claimed favorable re- 
sults in 70 per cent of the cases and 
“practical cures,” in which the pa- 
tients had been free from symptoms of 
the disease from four to eight years 
in 34 per cent. All of the cases upon 
which operations were performed were 
those in which death, or at best in- 
validism for a period of years, was to 
be expected. 

Dr. Archibald warned against em- 
ploying the operation in cases of the 


church.

With Bears 


Thanksgiving 


Chicago, November 22.—(#)—Har- 
old (Red) Grange today plunged into 
the business of capitalizing his grid- 
iron fame by signing to play profes- 
sional football against the wishes of 
his father as well as George Hoff, 
director of athletics of the University 
of Illinois, Coach Robert Zuppke and 
others who had hoped he would ac- 
cept other offers held out to him. 

The famous red head contracted 
with the Chicago Bears to play his 
first game with them in the Chicago 
National league park Thanksgiving 
day, against the Chicago Cardinals. 
Grange also signed Charles C. Pyle, 
Champaign (I1).) theatrical man, as 
his manager. 

Grange said that Pyle had merely 
acted as his good friend and adviser 
for the last few weeks and had spent 
his own funds investigating the 
countless offers made the football 
player. Pyle’s contract with Grange 
is for two years. While neither would 
discuss the terms, it was said that 
Pyle would receive 25 per cent of 
(drange’s earnings on the professional 
gridiron in motion pictures and other 
ventures. 

Would Repay Father. 

The 22-year-old star said he hail de- 
cided to play professional football, 
instead of accepting other offers, be- 
eause he had no training or experi- 
ence that’ would have enabled him to 
accept the others. He said the public 
would be better satisfied if he turned 
his efforts to the field in which he 
had been most useful, so he could 
earn money to repay his father for | 
his sacrifices and also take up the 
burden of his 20-year-old brother's 
education. 

Grange, in deciding to play profes- 
sional football, is in a_ position to 
earn a’ fortune within the next few 
weeks on the chalk lines, and another 
fortune awaits him in other fields. 
Although the terms under which 
Grange will play professional football 
were not made public, it was reported 
that Grange’s share of his Thanks- 
giving day game alone will amount 
to about $30,500. 

The céntract, it was said, provides 
that Grange shall receive 10 per cent 
of the first $5,000 that comes into 
the gate, 20 per cent of the second 
$5,000 and 40 per cent of all over this 
amount. The promoters are figuring 
on a gate of $80,000. The price of 
tickets was boosted and when word 
spread that Grange would be in the 
ame, the scalpers immediately asked 
$3 to $5 with indications that the sup- 


ply would not hold out for 45 hours. 
Grange will finish the season fer 


the Bears, playing six games, all of 
them here, with the exception of the 
appearance in Philadelphia December 
5 and in New York the next day 
After these games, the Bears with 
Grange and additional stars, including 
Earl Britton, his. co-star at Illinois 
this season, will invade Flerida for 
games during the holidays. 

When Grange arrived here today 
after thrilling 85.500 football fans ai 
Columbus yesterday, the second larg- 
est crowd that ever saw a football 
game in America, there were so many 
promoters awaiting him with con- 
tracts in their pockets that the crowd 
looked like a reception committee to 
the Prince of Wales. 

There were offers to appear in 
movies, to write for newspaper syn- 
dieates and to do this and that. All 
were willing to pay Grange whatever 
he asked. 

Grange said that he was leaving the 


University of Illinois temporarily but | 


intended to return to finish his course. 

“T have received many alluring of- 
fers,”” said Grange, “to enter fields of 
enterprise in which ‘I have had no 
training or experience. I believe the 
public will be better satisfied with my 
honesty and good motives if I turn 
my efforts to that field in which I have 
been most useful in order to reap a 
reward which will keep the home fires 
burning. 

Expresses Appreciation. 

“T am leaving college temporarily 
but will return later. To Messrs. Huff 
and Zuppke and my teammates, to 
the student body and alumni, to the 
public and to the press, I give my 
thanks out of the depths of a grate- 


ful heart for the splendid support and | 


encouragement extended to me through- 
out my college football career.” 


Granges dad, a deputy sheriff of 
Wheaton, IL, has said from the start 
he hoped his son would not play pro- 
fessional football but that he would 
not interfere with whatever he did. 


“I am very sorry that he did not 
accept the other offers made him,” the 
elder Grange said, “but as long as the 
boy has decided to play professional 
football, I hope he will be a success 
and we will make the best of it. Har- 
old is capable of looking out for him- 
self and I have a lot of faith in him. 
As for selecting Pyle to handle his af- 
fairs, if Pyle suits Harold, it will be 
all right with me.”

Wilkes County Farmers 
Shipping Pilp Wood 
To Carolina Mills 


Washington, Ga., November 22.— 
(Speeial.) — Attention of Wilkes 
county farmers has been revently 
drawn to pulp wood as a convenient 
source of money supply and as a re- 


fsult more than 700 ears have been 


shipped out of the county to Carolina 
pulp mills at a price ranging from 
$4 to $6 a cord. 

L. + Williamson, representing a 
North Carolina pulp mill this week 
stated that he had bought 100 cars 
of pulp wood within a radius of seven 
miles of Washington for which he 
has paid in the neighborhood ' of 
56,000. 

An estimate recently made by 
William Wynne one of Washington’s 
enterprising business men and a large 
scale farmer; indicates that 1,500,000 
cords of pulp wood in Wilkes county 
have been going to waste. Efforts 
are now being made to stop this 
waste and turn a veritable stream of 
money into the pockets of Wilkes 
county farmers by the conservation 
of this material resource through 
steady shipments to outside markets. 

If estimates of the quantity of 
pulp wood available in Wilkes county 
is essentially correct. farmers of 
Wilkes are in a position to  eash 
in on 84,000,000 or $5,000,000 of

Washington, Ga., November 22.-- 
(Special.)—Wilkes county is one of 
the 30 counties of Georgia in the 
drouth area which will not need .to 
call on any outside agency for help. 


Following the . Athens’ conference 
called by Governor Walker to or- 
ganize relief work for those communi- 
ties that were hardest hit financially 
by the drouth and consequent crop 
failures, a survey of Wilkes county 
was made by representatives in each 
militia district of the county to as- 
certain if there were any destitute 
cases in the county or families likely 
to suffer for the necessities of life be- 
fore the winter is over. 

Reports coming to the central com- 
mittee from each district in this 
county indicates uniformly that 
there are few if any instances where 
there is any likelihood of suffering. 
Scattered cases may develop as win- 
ter progresses but these can be pro- 
vided for locally through the asso- 
ciated charities of Wilkes county. 

The activities of this organization 
each winter for the past several years 
has ministered to the needs of any 
Wilkes county family that required as- 
sistance.

“The Southern 
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Bankers Believe Econom- 
ic Factors Instead of 


Politics-Should Govern 
ulgtion in Market.

Neéw York, November 22.—On No- 
vember 10 a week ago last Tuesday, 
with the volume of business handled 
on the stock exchange making a new 
daily high for all time, the stock mar- 
ket broke wide open on unexpected 
overnight news that the Boston Fed- 
ernl Keserve bank, although its re- 
serve ratio indicated a strong posi- 
tion, had increased its rediscount rate 
from 3% 1-2 per cent to 4 per cent. 
Hiowever, the stock market decline be- 
ginning November 10 was __ short- 
lived. Speculative Wall street quick- 
hy concluded that the Boston bank 
for special reasons, belonged in a 
class by itself, that the- peak of the 
autumn demand on the money market 
Was over, that other large federal re- 
serve banks would not increase their 
rediscount rates. ©n November 14, 
a week ago Saturday, the stock mar- 
ket had»not only recovered the ground 
lost on the unexpected increase in the 
Boston rediscount rate but the aver- 
age price of 50 representative stocks 
was at a new high for all time. 


Change Takes Place. 


. On the opening day of last week, 
however, it was obvious that a de- 
cided change had taken place in the 
stock market picture. Instead of the 
ndvance continuing the market was 
distinetly two-sided with the buying 
less aggressive and with the selling 
of long stocks and short selling heavy. 
Overnight, despite the fact that its 
reserve ratio was not only high but 
higher than this time last year the 
Cleveland federal reserve bank unex- 
pectedly increased its rediscount rate 
from $ 1-2 per cent to 4 per cent. 
On this news the stock market de- 
veloped alarming weakness. In less 
than a week the average price of 50 
stocks was down 7.26 points with the 
25 industrials included in the list 
down no less than 13 1-2 points 
from the hich established on Novem- 
ber 14. | 

On Tuesday night of last week one 
of the members of the federal reserve 
board at Washington made a speech 
at Boston obviously for the nurnose 
of calling attention to the wild spec- 
ulation that has been going o. in 
the stock market, in real estate and 
in bujlding. The fear was expressed 
that with the public mind inflamed 
by speculation in stocks, real estate 
and building there was danger of in- 
flation spreading to general trade, 
the result of which would be to short- 
en the life of the existing highly fa- 
vorable general business situation and 
outlook. 


Increase Is Urged. 


He strongly urged the federal re- 
serve banks to raise their rediscount 
Tates concluding with the statement, 
“It is time for a halt, lest a specula- 
tive frame of mind should be engen- 
dered which might in time invade 
the field of legitimate trade and in- 
dustry,” adding that, “no bank has 
a proper status as an applicant for 
reserve bank accommodation that is 
supplying credit for speculative uses.”’ 

0 the sideline observer last week’s 
banking and stock market develop- 
ments raise some very interesting 
questions. In his speech at Boston 
Mr. Miller of the federal reserve 
board said: “There are times in an 
upward trend of industry when the 
intervention of the federal reserve sys- 
tem by suitable discount policy can 
stimulate a forward movement in in- 
dustry by maintaing a low rate and 
later on by an advance of rate re- 
strain the speculaive extension of in- 
dustry and thus serve to maintain a 
good condition of activity and pros- 
perity.” 

Business and speculation should be 
governed by economic factors, not po- 
litical influences. Business and spec- 
ulation reaches the point where it 
is hurting business. President Mitch- 
ell, of the National City bank, ex- 
pressed the opinion late last week 
that “the real estate booms, the stock 
market boom and the expansion in 
installments payments are only bub- 
bles on the.surface which will correct 
themselves if bankers use ordinary 
caution in these matters.”’ There are 
many people who do not agree with 
Mr. Mitchell’s description of the char- 
acter of recent speculation in the 
stock market, in real estate and in 
installment payment merchandising or 
that this situation will correct itself 
if bankers use ordinary caution. If 
bankers had displayed ordinary cau- 
tion in keeping business and specula- 
tion separate we would not have had 
the prolonged countrywide deflation 
and distress following 1920. 


Spirit of Speculation. 


There is not the slightest chance 
that the existing situation and out- 
look will grow into the situation which 
existed in 1920. Nevertheless it is a 
fact as Mr. Miller pointed out last 
week that the spirit of wild specula- 
tion on the part of the general public, 
is in the air, that the general busi- 
ness situation is decidedly favorable 
nnd promises to get better; that there 
is more credit in the country than ever 
hefore; that inflation is not born full- 
fledged, that it begins as expansion; 
that excesses go to feed the appetite 
for speculation; that appetite grows 
on what it feeds on; that inflation 
in one direction under existing condi- 
tions makes rapidly for more inflation 
unless its incipient stages is clearly 
perceived by those responsible for the 
maintenance of a healthy credit and 
business situation and subjected to ap- 
propriate restraining influences. 

There has not been a day during 
the recent wild speculation in the 
stock market when the bankers of the 
country, that is the bankers the aver- 
age business man knows and not the 
federal reserve bankers, when interest 
rates could not have been advanced 
to check the wild upward price move- 
ment. Nothing however, has been said 
or done by the bankers to check the 
situation; on the other hand much has 
been done to further inflame the mind 
of the public. It is true in theory that 
the federal reserve banks should not 
interfere with general business or spec- 
ulation. 
begins to interfere with business it is 
up to somebody to act and when the 
bankers themselves do not act they 
canot blame the federal reserve offi- 
cials for acting. This is not saying 
either that the bull stock market is

Washington, November 22.—The 
senate rules committee will be called 
together as soon as congress meets, 
three weeks from Monday, to consider 
the Dawes plan for revision of pres- 
ent regulations which permit filibus- 
tering in the upper house. 

Although republican leaders are 


skeptical as to whether the plan can 
be brought out of the committee to 
the floor of the senate at the coming 
session, Senator Curtis, republican 
floor leader, has given assurance that 
the Dawes plan will be considered. 

The decision of the committee to 
give the plan consideration is a direct 
result of Vice President Dawes’ cam- 
paign carried on this summer and fall 
through 24 states, arousing sentiment 
against the present rules, which per- 
mit unlimited debate. 

The makeup of the rules committee 
indicates tkar a majority is against 
anv change in the present parliamen- 
tary regulations, but Senator Under- 
wood, democrat, Alabama, has an- 
nounced that he will introduce a res- 
olution on it if he can find sufficient 
su rt to make it worth while. 
he action of the senate leaders 
deciding even to consider the Dawes 
plan is a direct about-face from their 
stand at the time Dawes made his 
sensational inaugural address tq the 
senate last March 4, demanding a 
change, which was jeered from the 
floor. 

There is a sincere belief among even 
the antagonists of the Dawes project 
that even if no satisfactory action is 
obtained this season, he may be able 
to swing sufficient members in line 
in the next session to put over bis 
scheme,

Peace Pact With Interest

London, November 22.—Thirty job- 

less kings and would-be kings in Eu- 
rope are looking forward with mixed 
emotions to the signing of the Locarno 
peace treaties here December 1, won- 
dering what it will mean to them. 

People’s minds will be relieved for 
a time from the threat of war when 
the treaties become effective—after 
the parliamentary ratification that 
will follow the signing—and will turn 
to work and reconstruction. 

What will it mean for the kings? 
they are asking themselves. Will i 
bring them closer or take them fur- 
ther from the realization of what 
they regard as their divine right to 
rule their fellow-beings? 

It is a big question for Europe as 
well as for the aspirants to Europe’s 
empty thrones. 

It may be interpreted either as sin- 


ister or reassuring that the kings 
themselves are doing most of the 


thinking about it. They are con- 
stantly intriguing with the followers 
who -surround them. 

Volumes could be written about 
them. Some, like ex-Emperor Wil- 
helm of Germany, keep up the pre- 
tense of a court. Others flit. about 
Europe like ghasts—to England, to 
Paris, to the Alps, to the Riviera; 
some in semi-state, others in dingy 
“royal” suites in cheap hotels. 


The ex-kaiser heads the list. Then 
there are thirteen-year-old Otto, of 
Hungary, being groomed for possible 
kingship by his ambitious mother, the 
ex-empress Zita; Crown Prince Rup- 
precht, heir to the Bavarian throne; 
Frederick of Saxony, old Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria, George of Greece, Man- 
uel of Portugal, the sultan of Tur- 


key and the shah of Persia.

“This vessel crossed a phosphores- 
cent band about six miles wide which 
extended as far as eould be seen in 
a north and south direction,” the re- 
port stated. 

“One-half hour previously and for 
about ga half-hour afterward, the 
band was visible as an incandescent 
line on the horizon. The change in 
the sea from‘the ordinary appearance 
to the phosphorescent band was dis- 
tinct and marked. 

“The line was less than 400 feet 
from the plain sea to highest light 
in the band. Strong shadows were 
cast upward under the ship’s awn- 
ings.

The wake showed marked red and 
green colors beside the phosphores- 
cent hue present. The border ‘along 
the ship’s side was about six feet 
thick.

The place will be used as a 
country rendezvous. It is situated on 
a three-acre tract in a setting of great 
natural beauty. ’ 

The homestead of the famous Mis- 
souri pioneer remains in the Boone 
family, for it was purchased by two 
of his descendants, Colonel Francis 
M. Curle and George M. Hagee, at- 
torneys. . 

Daniel Boone died September 26, 
1820, in this house standing on a 
wooded hill, which is said to be the 
first stone structure erected in Mis- 
souri, outside of St. Louis. The prop- 
erty is part of 45 acres of land given 
Booné by the Spanish . government 
when he was a surveyor. 

The old “Judgment Elm,’’ under 
which Boone held court in summer, 
still.is standing near the residence. 
Boone was appointed syndic for the 
Osage district and exercised the duties 
of judge, jury, constable and sheriff. 


League May Try 
Again To Mend 
Mosul Rupture 


Geneva, November 22.—(#/)—In 
lieved that the league council will 
make another. attempt to have Great 
Britain and Turkey settle their con- 
troversy over Mosul by direct nego- 
tiations as a result of yesterday’s de- 
cision by the permanent court of in- 
ternationdl justice. The decision was 
a victory for neither Great Britain 
nor Turkey. 

The British contention was that 
the authority which the treaty of Lau- 
sanne delegated to the council was 
arbitration, in which a majority vote 
would be sufficient for a decision. 
Tureky argued that the council was 


empowered merely to find a solution 
| which would be agreeable to both par- 
ties. 

The world court, however, ruled 
that it is neither a case of arbitra- 
tion nor mediation, and that the coun- 
cil must definitely determine the Mo- 
sul frontier between Turkey and Irak 
by a unanimous vote, not including 
the votes of Great Birtain and Tur- 
key.

Both houses are so overwhelmingly 
dry that the Volstead act is safe for 
this congress. But the 
skillfully organized campaign of the 
wets is gaining momentum and pres- 
tige—so much so that the drys are 
considerably worried about the future. 

When the prohibition amendment 
was ratified, the drys hoped that it 
would be accepted passively, as the 
direct election of senators, the income 
tax and the women’s suffrage amend- 
ments were accepted. On the con- 
trary, prohibition continued to be a 
political issue and one that is now 
more intense than at any time since 
the Volstead act was passéd. The 
prohibition amendment has been sub- 
jected in wet states to a process of 
quasi-nullification somewhat like that 
to which the civil war amendments 
have been subjected in.many southern 
states. 

“Wet” States Obstinate. 

States that were dry before nation- 
al prohibition are as resolute against 
the bottle as ever. Wet states, in- 
stead of yielding, are more insistent 
upon the right to take it or leave it 
alone. , 

Wet leaders realize that, for the 
present, repeal of the amendment or 
of the Volstead act is impossible. But 
they hope to develop public sentiment 
to the point where later on a great- 
er alcoholic content will be permitted 
at least. One of their chief efforts 
in bringing about this change of mind 
will be to insist that the prevalence 
of erime ane corruption, now a sub- 
ject of general attention, can be traced 
to sumptuary laws, which lack the 
full backing of public opinion,
